The total number of pounds of sugar 
nrought into America during the year 
was, as sh-wn by the records of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, 
,217,770,065, while in no earlier year' in 
.he history of the country has the 1m- 
»rtation of sugar ever reached 5,000,- 
MO.OOO Bounds. 


The largest importation in any earlier 
•ear was that of 1897, when the total 
•as. 4,918,905,753 pounds. Adding to the 
normous production of 1903 6,000,000,- 
00 pounds qls the domestic production 
would grfve & total sugar supply of 11,- 
17,000,000 pounds for the year, or sum- 
lent to furnish an average of 
y-two pounds for each individual 
the United States, estimating the pre»- 
nt population at 80,000,000. 
The record of sugar importations 
or the year differs materially in cer- 
tain aspects from that of earlier* years. 
The total Importation of beet sugar 
during the 
year was 
only 87,000,000 


pounds, against 255.000,000 In the fiscal 
year 1902, and 903,000,000 In the fiscal 
year 190L Cane sugar, of course, com- 
posed the remainder, and the cane 
sugar Importations of the Steal year,

may be called upon to Investigate a1 
charge-of perjury; and in this connec- 
tion 1 instruct you that the laws of 
the United States contemplate that a 
statement made under oath before a 
competent officer df the law, shall be 
strong evidence of thfe truth of the 
facts stated, and In order to preserve 
inviolate the solemnity ot an oath un- 
der the force prescribed by law, «nd to 
punish any violations -thereof^ Iris pre- 
scribed by Sectlon<6392 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, that-
